— ThisCom- 
pany was formed for the purpose of ex- 
tracting oil from tho shark aud dogfish 
that abound in tho water.s of Puget.Sound 
Tho location is on Fo.^c Island, nearly op 
jiosito .Steilacoom, Washington Territory, 
where thoy havo erected extensive works. 
Tho site of the works is called Castle 
Nook, in honor of Frml. CasLlo, of San 
Francisco, one of the liea\ iest stockbold 
ers. The oil is iimslly cMtrarted from the 
livers of the lish; but tlu! bcidiea, when 
steamoil and pressed, also produce a fair 
pereiuilagu of oil. Tho tins and heads of 
the iish are preserved and sent to 
France, whore they are converted into 
till.- luiest (loscrii)lion of glue. Nothing 
is wasted or thrown away. Tho bodies, 
after prc^ssing and steaming, avo exiiorteil 
for fertilizing jnirposes, being known as 
fish guano. Tho works aro under the 
iniiiiagemont of A. H. Todd, Esq., aud 
Capt. Gregory. Tho industry is a most 
important one, and is destined to grow 
and expand rapidly as tho Iish are very 
numerous and very large. Some of the 
sharks are 17 feet in huigth. On tliol5ri- 
tisli side of the Straits, at Saanich Inlet, 
Mud Bay, (.'omox, along tho East Coast 
of this Island, tho northwest coast of tho 
Mainland — every bay or ostuary is alive 
with doglish and sharks. Yet few e.\- 
cojit rnilians Ijeing engaged in catching 
and extracting oil from the livors, Avhile 
till! equally valuable parts are thrown 
away. Why aro not tlioso valuable "oil 
mines" worked ? Could not tho Local 
Qorernment, who seem to thinkithat ,tbe 
chief aim of their 'cxistonco is to create 
fresh seats and vote theinsolvns fat 
salaries, devise nieans to enoouragi) and 
assist persons of limited means desirous 
of embarking in the enterprise ?

Wilmington, N.C., is excited over tlie 
murder of Willie Carter, a little boy, by, 
as alleged, three other boys, nt the iiisfi- 
gation of liis stop-mother,"wlio, it is charg- 
ed, gave them ten dollars for oommittiug 
tho deed. Tho investigation of tho case 
before the coroner was begun last weidc, 
and that olHcer and the jury visited the 
scene of the murder on Saturday, when 
David Martin, ono of tho accused, made 
tho following confession: 

"Between the hours of ono and two 
o'clock on ]\Ion<lay last, I and Jimmie 
Anderson, and William Hooper and Wil- 
lie Carter, th<j deceased, started lor 
Smith's Creek to go in swimming, and 
when about halfway between tho Union 
depot and tho creek we sat down on the 
railroad tcack. While sitting on the 
track Jimmie Anderson took out of his 
pocket a two-bladed corkscrew kiiifi- 
which had the point of ono bladj l)roki;n 
oil", stojjpcd and sharjiened tho knife on 
tho iron rail, remarking that ho always 
wanted his knife sharp, so that ho could 
cut anvhotly that aroused his angry pas- 
sions. After sharpening the knife the 
boys got u]) and proceeded to the creek, 
ftud when near tho thicket ono of them cut 
a club about fifteen inches long and one 
and a half imdios in diameter, which he 
carried along. 

"Arriving at the place where they in- 
tended to go swimming, thoy found it un- 
suitable Xo the pnrpoae, so they went 
further up the creek through a blind path 
.ind through an undergrowth (which the 
jurors and party found considerably dilli- 
cult to pass) , to a spot where they would 
have a bettor opportunity of committing 
the dood without tho fear of discovery 
while in the act. At the designated jplace, 
Willie Carter and one of the boya stripped 
off and plunged into the water. Jimmie 
threw Willie's hat into the water, which 
ho (Willie) swam after and secured; thev 
next threw his clothes in, wliich ho also 
swam after, aud in attempting to got to 
shore was jumped on ond repeatiMlly 
shoved under until he was nearly drown- 
ed, and when ho reached the shore was 
pulled ou the b.T.nk by me, Willie sprecd 
bis clothes in the sun, and whilo waiting 
for thom to dry, Jiainiy Anderson, w illi 
knife in hand, made an assault on Willie 
and attemi)ted to cut him. Willie re- 
sisted, aud finally threw the boys off, re- 
marking as he did so that ho didn't like 
such fun. 

"In a few minutes thoroaftor ono of 
them struck him with a club iu the fore- 
head, which stunned Iiim, and he stag- 
gered towards tho bank of tho creek, and 
Jimmie shoved him into the water. Thoy 
then tied the legs of his jiautaloons, w hich 
they filled with rocks and throw over his 
nock. The boys then sat on tho creek 
(with tho exception of David, who lay on 
thtf bill out of sight) and watched the boy 
fifteen minutes, antil the last bubbles 
were seen to rise. The body was then 
pulled up to tho bank, and the loft log 
wrapped around a sapling. Whilo in 
this position they cut off a small ])ortion 
of the body, which one of tlieni wrapped 
up and placed in his pocket, remarking 
that he promised to carry that to Mrs. 
Carter to show her that ho had killed 
Willie, and for which' she was to pay 
thom j?10. Thoy then shoved the body 
out into tho water, ono of them wading 
out several yards with it."
